. Differ Over Court’s Intention. 

This feeling was uppermost in'the minds of 
the members when they returned to Spring- 
field this morning, and they were not dis- 
posed to take up the matter and discuss or 
much less dispose of it on information and 
belief. In fact there is a great diversity of 
opinion among the leading attorneys of IIli- 
nots as to the scope of the decision. 

The board already has mailed 1,000 no- 
tices to cdrporations to send in their reports. 
Today it mailed 1,500 additional notices. 
Many of the returns received are imperfectly 
made out. Persons do not seem to under- 
stand the blariks sent out for the purpose: 

When all the information is collected and 
the legal status of the corporations ts fixed 
the assessment of capital stock will be taken 
up in committee, and all sides will be given 
fair and full hearing. It is not the purpose 
or intent of the board to be stampeded on 
this proposition, nor are the members moved 
by threats of personal suits or injunctions.

As affairs now stand there is a big deficit 
in the exposition treasury. The contractors 
for the construction of the exposition have 
received only 50 per cent of their claims, and 
they see no promise of realizing more. It is 
likely the first mortgage bonds will be paid, 
but no hope is held out that second mortgage 
bondholders will’ receive acent. On this sub- 
ject Treasurer Williams says: 


What Figures Show. 

“The total attendance at the exposition — 
thus far hae been about 7,500,000, of which 
less than 6,000,000 have‘been paid admis- 
gions. The amount of debt to construction 
contractors is about $400,000. In generai the 
exposition cost twice as much as was ex- 
pected, and the attendance has been half 
what was expected. There is uncertainty 
as to whether the second mortgage bonds 
can be redeemed unless aid is received from 
Congress, which is confidently expected.”’

The principal speak- 
er was Professor Arthur M. Wheeler, head 
of the department of history.

“I feel profoundly sorrowful for Alfred 
the Great. I don’t know much about him— 
that is to say, there is little which can be 


| certainly regarded as truth. In his own age 


he was not called great. When he died little 
commotion was created. Not until he had 


title of great given to him. 
“There is the real Alfred, and I wish I 
could tell you ajl about him, for it would be 
interesting. But I cannot, for no one has 
certain knowledge of him. There is another 
Alfred, about whom in the middle ages myths 
have grown up, such as that he was the 
founder of Oxford University. This state- 
ment is now discarded by nearly everybody. 

“ There is still another Alfred, the creation 
of a critical age, a man preéminent in all 
virtues: I don’t believe any such Alfred 


exists. He is spoken of as the founder of 


the English navy. I don’t believe any Eng- 
lishman ever thought of Alfred as a founder 


“ England did not become recognized as a 
sea power until 400 years after Alfred's 
death. Alfred did not look ahead into the 
centuries and see what was to be. He saw 
simply the need of his time and. provided for 
it. He would have been the most foolish of 
men. if he had not.”

Discrepancies between the statements of, 
Policeman Edward J. Koeller, whose wife 
was beaten to death, Sunday night tn her 
bedroom at 136 Racine avenue, and his 
brother William, who occupied a room in 
the same house, have strengthened the con- 
victions of Inspector Heidelmeier and Cap- 
tain Revere of the Hast Chicago Avenue 
Police Station that the policeman is guilty 
of the crime. 

Edward J. Koeller denied yesterday that 
he was responsible for his wife's death, but 
the police ineist that it is only a matter of 
time. whem he will be compelled to yield to 
the array of evidence against him and meke 
known all the details of the deed: He was 
confined in a cell all day at the East Chi- 
cago Avenue Station, while his brother re- 
‘mained a prisoner at the North Halsted. 
Street Station. 


Nobody besides the police was allowed te 


see William Koeller, as it ts believed that 
he fs the one outside his brother who can 


shed the strongest light on the case. Ed- 


ward Koeller has told the police that he lost 
no time in notifying a physician after he 
contra- 


dicted by William, who, accord! to the 


police, declares that breakfast was eaten by 


the two before any step was taken to make 
known the death of the woman. 


Statements of Prisoners Conflict. 
Yesterday morning William KoeNer was 
closely questioned by Inspector Heidelmeter, 
Captain Revere, and Lieutenant Schiau. At 
that time his sworn statement was taken. 
In the afternoon the same officers took the 
statement of the husband. Inspector Heide!l- 


-|-meter refused to divulge the entire contents 


of William Koeller’s statement, but he dis- 
clésed enough to show that great discrep- 
ancies exist between the declarations of the 
two men. 

A portion of Policeman Koeller’s state- 
ment is as follows: 

* At 5:30 o’clock on Monday morning I 
got up and went to the kitchen. I did not 
find my wife there as usual and went to her 
bedroom. There she lay on the floor, as 
found by the Coroner. I noticed the aerate 
on her face, but thought she had fallen out 
of bed. I laid no hand on my wife. I can't 
tell how she received the terrible bruises 
they say she had: Some one may have got 
into a window in the night - without my 
I don’t 
know why such a thing would happen, how- 
ever. Many is the time I found my wife 
drunk and I had to prepare my supper and 
cook food for my children. For years she 
has done this and I made no complaint. We 
had Words at times when she was intox!i- 
cated, but I never struck my wife.” 


Police Question Children. 

The two children were also qyestioned by 
the police yesterday. The boy seemed to 
feel that an effort was being made to use 
his testimony against his father, and re- 
fused to answer the majority of the questions 
put to him. The little girl talked more, how- 
ever, and it was ascertained through her 
that the father took them to bed with him 
shortly after he returned on Sunday night.

“ We have got evidence to convict Koeller,”

Association of New York is accused, are 
under investigation by the grand jury, ‘but 
if indietments havé been found the fact has 
not yet been announced. 

Practically all the office fixtures and papers 
which had been in the association’s rooms at 
100 Broadway, New York, Where a stock 
brokerage business was carried on, are here, 
having been captured in a raid on the office. 
They have been laid before the jurors to aid 
in learning details of thé business, 

Télis of Play Upon Frie: 


who say that they have béen swindled by 
thé Investment Assceiation of New York in 
sums ranging from $100 to §7,000. The worst 
charge is that the victims were played 
through professed friendsijp and gave up 
their money with the assumption that they 
were dealing with personal friends. In sev- 
eral instances the customers of the Invest- 
ment Association of New York say they 
gave up all their property and aré now bank- 
rupt. 

The Investment association has a retired 
Presbyterian minister at its head, the Rev. 
Rufus 8. Gréen, D. D. M. L. Wilcox is Sec- 
retary. The Rev. Dr. Green was President 
of Elmita College at Elmira, N. Y., up to 
1806, and in that year went to New York 
to open a broker's office. It was just about 
that time that the Investment association 
Was organized to do ~ general brokerage 
business.

The field of operations of the investment 
association was a peculiar one. So far as is 
known it did not try to get customers from 
among the people close to New York City.

CONTINENTAL DISLIKE OF AMERICA. 
In the course of ap article on “ Kurope 
and America” in the November issue of | 
the Atlantic Monthly, Mr. Sydney Brooks, 
an Englishman, touches upon the reasons 
why the continent dislikes the United 
States. That the continent does dislike the 
United States, Mr. Brooks thinks undenia- 
bie. Columbia, he believes, is just as un- 
popular as Britannia, and‘may as well make | 
up ber mind to rejoice in the same isolation. 
The reasons for this isolation are many 
and various. In the first place, of course, 
there is jealousy of America’s commercial 
success. It is not easy to love a man whv 
underselis you, and as long as Americans 
persist in this practice they must accept 
the resentment that goes with it. But it.

ship this cause of ill feeling might be over- 
come, Unfortunately, na ‘inclinations 
toward friendship are weak, and those in 
the other direction strong. ‘The whole. 
American conception of life is to the Eu- 
repean thoroughly objectionabie, The Amer- 
idan seems to him to be sodden in com- 
mercialism. Getting and spending is his 
only occupation. He is dragging down 
all the ideals which & more esthetic and 
intellectual people have set up. He has 
made up his mind to change human life on 
this planet into a general scramble for dol- 
lars and cents.

The Local -Transportation committee 
unanimously decided to let the strapholder

her by the court of ie Petersburg. 


“In.reply. to a- weentien which has reached

The first. step in this direction is to secure 
an introduction through one of the ladies 
the. court to .the Countess Brockdorff, 
who is Grand Mistress of the Household to 
the’Empress. The daughters of officials re- 

garded as “ hoffiihig”’ do not share their 
Scother’s privileges in this respect unless 
‘they . happen to belong to families of the 
old nobility, that is to-say, rights of birth 
‘to be considered as “* hoffahig."’ 

_At the court of Vienna the rules are much 
more strict, and it is only recently that the 


-P wives of Privy Counselors and of officials 


occupying the position of Austro-Hungarian 
-envoys abroad have been considered as 
“ hoffihig.”” Formerly they were barred 
from. court unless their birth and ancestry 
were such as to entitle them to the posses- 
-sion-of the: star cross of one or the other 
Austrian and German orders for women. 
Until that time there were a number of Aus- 
trian Ambassadresses abroad who had never 
been admitted to the honor of presentation 
at. the court of Vienna or to any member 
of their reigning family; which was, to say 
theJeast, an anomaly.
